PURPOSE: To considerably reduce the amount of data in a sentence example 
file, to reduce work for a document data check and to reduce the man-hour 
of correction when correcting the data. 

CONSTITUTION: In the document preparing device to prepare a document based 
on one sentence example file selected out of plural sentence example files, 
a sentence to be used in common for the plural sentence example files is turned 
to a common file, a corresponding code is recorded in each sentence example 
file, the part of the code in the sentence example is detected, file when reading 
each sentence example file, and the character string corresponding to the code 
is read from the common file and replaced (steps S4-S7).

PURPOSE: To obtain the-sentence processor which can easily input a sentence 
in a foreign -language having characters in a desired size for an operator. 

CONSTITUTION: An input means is provided to selectively input characters 
composed of English -characters in large and small sizes, figures and special 
symbol characters, a first converting means is provided to convert all the Eng- 
lish characters into a word formed by capital letters, a second converting means 
is provided to convert the English characters into a word having the leading 
character in "the capital letter and the remaining characters in small letters, 
a third converting means is provided to convert the English characters into 
a word for which all the characters are small letters, and a control part is 
provided to successively control the first-third converting means so as to select 
the desired converting means based on the state of the characters inputted * 
from the input means. .

PURPOSE: To obtain the automatic transaction device which records and/or 
present a result inquired by a customer in a form designated by the customer 
to a medium designated by the customer. 

CONSTITUTION: This automatic transaction device is equipped with a medium 
designation part 4 to designate the recording medium, FAX or mail, form desig- 
nation part 5 and medium controller 3 to execute processings such as recording 
and carrying information to the designated medium. The inquires result to 
an inquiry input from an input part 1 is obtained from an outside host device 
through a communication equipment 6 and when the medium designation part 
4 designates the recording medium, the inquired result is recorded and issued 
to the recording medium in the designated form by the medium controller 3 
for the recording medium. When the FAX is designated, the inquired result 
is transmitted to the destination phone number inputted from the input part 
1 by the communication equipment 6 and when the mail is designated, the 
address of the customer is inquired to the host. Then, the address of the custom- 
er and the inquired result are recorded and issued to the recording medium 
in the designated form by the medium controller 3 for mail.
